Des Moines on Wednesday and agreed 
on a common ticket and platform as 
to essential points. The Democratic 
convention indorsed the Chicago plat- 
form, paid high tribute to William J. 
Bryan and particular attention to the 
Mark Hanna frauds, corrnptiorTand de- 
ceit in the Presidential canvass of last 
year. In response to the false cry of 
prosperity as a result of MoKinley in 
power, it was declared the farmers of 
Iowa are not getting as much for their 
products as before election, that "the 
mills and shops are closing down and 
the army of the unemployed is growing 
larger," all of which is in the nature 
of frozen truth. The ticket is headed 
by ex-Congressman White, Democrat, 
for governor, and Chief Justice Einne, 
Democrat, was renominated for the 
supreme court. The Populists get the 
railroad commissioner, and the silver 
Republicans, 
the lieutenant-governor 


and superintndent of public instruction. 
The legislature of Iowa last session 
passed a law prohibiting a candidate's 
name from appearing on the' official 
ballot more than once, and because of 
this the fusion ticket will be placed 
on the ballot as the Damooratio.

Many of tho lower animals are known 


to see without eyes, the skin having a 
high degree of sensitiveness to light. 
Thus earthworms, the maggots of flies 
and eyeless centipeds find their \vay 
about nearly as readily as similar crea- 
tures which have eyes. In a recent Ger- 
man work on tbts sensitiveness to light 
of eyeless animals, Dr. Nagel, 
who 


made his observations chiefly on mol- 
lusks, found that the eyeless bivalves 
and snails he experimented with «howed 
a high degree of sensitiveness to light. 
He found that some speciea reacted es- 
pecially to diminution, others to in- 
crease of light, and that this difference 
was correlated with other characters.— 
Philadelphia Press.

says, from Belgian, Austrian and Brit- 
ish wheels. He also expresses the 
opinion that large concessions could he 
made with safety to the Germans in 
the way of lower duties on German- 
made wheels, because the German pub- 
lic IB now so well convinced of the su- 
periority 01 the American wheels that 
we. will continue to hold the market 
BO long as this high standard is main- 
tained.

FmprovetnentB Safi-gested In the Sinn •ce- 


ment of Rural Schools. 
• 


Washington, June 28.—The report of 


-the committee of 12 on rural schools 
in the United States appointed at the 
convention of the National Educational 
association in July, 1895,'.has been 
completed and -will be submittedat the 
next annual gathering. 


It is one of the most important doc- 


uments on school education that has 
appeared since the promulgation of the 
report of the committee of 10 on sec- 
ondary education in this country, a 
couple of years ago. 
> 


The report discusses the rural school 


problem in the 
different aspects of 


school maintenance, supervision, sup- 
ply of teachers and instruction and dis- 
cipline. Each of these subjects was in 
charge of a subcommittee of three, 
their work being reviewed by the en- 
tire committee. 


The report says that for purposes of 


organization, maintenance or super- 
vision, nothing should be recognized 
as the unit smaller than the township 
or county. The school district is the 
most undeslradble unit possible. 
Ef- 


fecting this change wherever the dis- 
trict system prevails would conduce to 
effectiveness and simplicity/of organ- 
ization; 
economy in funds, equaliza- 


tion of taxation and to a system of su- 
pervision which would produce better 
results. 


All the subcommittees favor the con- 


solidation of school's which are too 
small to employ profitably' the 
time 


of 
one teacher, into larger schools, 


when practicable, in order that better 
Instruction mav he provided than is 
now possible. Every community should 
be required to raise a certain sum for 
the support of its schools as a prerequi- 
site for the raising its share of public 
money. 


One of the great hindrances to the 


improvement of the rural school lies 
in its isolation, and 
its inability to 


furnish to the pupil that stimulative 
influence which comes from 
contact 


with 
others of his own age and ad- 


vancement. The committee, therefore, 


. recommends collecting pupils 
from 


small schools into larger and paying 
.from the public funds for their trans- 
portation, believing that in this way 
better teachers can bo provided, more 
rational methods of instruction adopt- 
ed, and at the same time the expense 
of the schools can be materially les- 
sened. 


There is embodied an interesting re- 


port urging negro teachers for negro 
schools. It says tbe instinct of the ed- 
ucational development of 
the negro 


must be from within and by the rare 
itself and 
not 
solely through extra- 


neous agencies; that the 
intellectual 


and moral dependence 
of 
the 
race 


must not be perpetuated; and that the 
responsibility of teaching his own race 
furnishes incentives and means for 
race elevation. The conclusion reached 
1s that the instinct of race identity 
renders 
impossible the realization ol 


an ideal relation between the wh ite 
teacher and the negro pupil.

The flood carried 
away a wagon bridge a short distance 
above the Wabash trestle. The wreck 
of this bridge was hurled down upon 
tbe railroad trestle and carried1-away 
a row of wooden supports In-the center.

perilous condition of the trestle and 
resolved to flag the passenger train, 
which he kne.w to' be about due. For 
nearly an hour he stood In the terrific 
downpour of rain only to fail at last In 
his good intentions, for when the Wa- 
hash company's New York fast mail 
came thundering on, the storm was al- 
most blinding and the engineer evi- 
dently could not see the signal which 
the farmer so frantically waved across 
the track.

Paston wrote to her "right worship- 
Eul arid dear husband" in haste, the 
Wednesday nest after "Deus quierranti- 
bns" (the collect for the third Sunday 
after Easter). Having commended the 
gracious mien of the young gentlewom- 
an her son proposes to marry, she says: 


The parson of Stockton told me that 


if ye would buy her a gown her mother 
would give thereto a goodly fur; the 
gown needeth to be had, and of color ifc 
would be a goodly blue or else a'bright 
sanguine." 


The Mistress Margaret Manteby, for 


•whom this gown was "purveyed," be- 
came the wife of John. Pastou, and her 
letters, covering nearly 50 years, are 
noteworthy in that famous collection, 
'The Paston Letters,' which reveal so 
many secrets of bygone statecraft, but, 
what is of more worth to us now, giv- 
ing glimpses of household economy and, 
by clear connotation, the inner life of 
the women Of the period. Margaret Pafl- 
toii appears as an active, prudent house- 
wife, looking into every detail of her 
large establishment and, from her hus- 
band's prolonged absences, forced to as- 
sume many masculine cares. She man- 
aged tho several farms of their estate in 
the Hundred of Tuustead, Korfolkshire. 
She planned new buildings, armed and 
defended her besieged hall, conducted 
lawsuits and arranged the marriages of 
her children and grandchildren. But, 
withal, fihe was a very woman, and it 
is interesting to ncte the "ewig wei- 
bliche" running like a thread of gold 
through a long series of letters. . 


The orders, sent to her husband and 


son, who were usually in London, for 
various articles of apparel are curious 
to examine. That in her youth she .was 
fond of nil gauds may be guessed from 
a letter written not long after her mar- 
riage, when, inquiring minutely of her 
husband's health during some slight in- 
disposition, she had "lever than a now 
gowne, though it were of scarlette," 
that ho recover. 
Her commissions are 


usually very moderate and limited to 
the plain necessities of everyday'wear, 
as for example: 
I 


"I pray you that ye would vouchsafe 


to buy me some frieze to make of your 
children's gowns. 
Ye should have best 


cheap and best choice of Hay's wife, as 
it is told mo. And that ye would buy n 
yard of broad cloth of black, for one 
hood for me, of 44d. or 4 shillings a 
yard, for there is neither good cloth nor 
good frieze in thistown." 


Yet this town was Norwich, the seat 


of woolen factories from the time of 
Henry I, their crude work later im- 
proved by tho skill of Philippn's Flem- 
ings. It was evidently the nearest mar- 
ket and the source of ordinary supplies, 
for Dame Pastou had but just written, 
"May it please you to wit, I %vas at 
.Norv?ich this1 week to purvey such 
things as needeth me ngaiust this win- 
ter. "

Worsted and its neighboring Kersey, 


which gave their names to the fabrics 
there made, were in the east of Nor- 
folk. In reference to tho products of 
tbe former Sir John writes from Lon- 
don to "miiio own dear sovereign lady:" 


"I pray yo you will send me hither 


two ells of -worsted for doublets to 
happe mo this cold winter, and that ye 
inquire where William Paston bought 
his tippet of fine worsted, which is al- 
most like silk, and if that be much 
finer than that ye should buy mo after 
7 or 8 shillings, then buy mo a quarter 
and the nail thereof for collars, though 
it bo dearer than the other, for I would 
make my doublet all worsted for the 
worship of Norfolk." 


Sometimes a bit of feminine vanity 


is seen, aa when Lady Paston writes 
her husband: 


' 'I pray you (hat ye -would do your 


cost on mo against "Whitsuntide that I 
may have something for my neck. When 
tho queen was here, I borrowed my 
cousin Elizabeth Clere's device, for T 
dared not for shame go with my heads 
amo7ig so many fresh gentlewomen as 
were here at that time." 


And Sir John's memory for domestic 


commissions was like other men's, for 
in the next letter his wife prays him 
that he "vouchsafe to remember to pur-
